disastrous to animal life.

horses were killed on the large Allerto 
racob near Hammond. 


TwenSy-flve horses succumbed to th 


heat in the La Place neighborhood, i 
farmer operating an extensive traot iiea 
La Place went into his field and found hi 
hired men in tho shade. He ropronclie 
tbe workiugmen for their seomin'g indo 
lenoe and ordered them to drive ahead 
Within an bour nine of hi? horses wen 
dead. 


So far ns heard from ten horses sue 


cumbed to tho hoot near Cerro Gordo.

It was not until after the receipt of the 


last mail advices from Hawaii that the 
officials oorsidered it' necessary to issue 
any speolfio instructions to the American 
minister and the naval commander at Ha- 
waii regarding tbe course to be pursued 
In the event of trouble.

that the reports concerning tbe possible 
aggression by Japan were unnecessarily 
alarming, the authorities hnve considered 
It prudent to have the American represen- 
tatives in Hawaii clothed with all neces- 
sary authority to act promptly and forci- 
bly if the occasion should arise. 


They do not believe that Japan, know- 


lug the positive purpose of the United 
States to annex the Islands, will go be- 
yond a little diplomatic bluster to prevent 
tho consummation of our policy. 


Rear Admiral Beardsley will bo given 


sufficient force to carry out the program 
that events may force upon him. It is 
peflnitBly settled that the batbleship Ore- 
gon, now en route to San Francisco from 
Seattle, will be dispatched to Hawaii aa 
soon as she can bo prepared for the voy- 
age. This will give Admiral Beardsloy 
three vessels—tho Oregon, Philadelphia 
and Marlon. Japan has at present but 
one vessel in the harbor at Honolulu—the 
cruiser Naniwa. She has another cruiser 
at Sou ITranoisuo awaiting orders which 
may toko her to the Hawaiian Islands. 


The senate committee on foreign rela- 


tions having been Informed of the pur- 
poso of tbo administration to assume con- 
trol of affairs in Hawaii in the event of 
Japanese Interference, do not consider 
that tho annexation treaty Is endangered 
by delay.

history connected with the American flag 
remains to be told. For eighty-nine years 
after tbe stars and stripes were adopted, 
they were made of foreign goods. All 
through the war of 1F19 and t,be civil 
war, no American soldier or sailor ever 
fought under a yard of American bunt- 
ing 
No bunting was mads In this coun- 


try for two reasons, first, because nobody 
know how to make It,and second, because 
nobody could make it and compete with 
England. General Butler induced con 
giess in 1865 to put a fcirlff of W par cent 
on buntlnar, and a man was f-ent to E 
land to lenrn brw to mal>e ft, and when 
he returned twelve looms were put In op 
eratlou, and then on February 34, 1886, a 
notable event occurred lu Washington 
The first American flag, made of Amerl 
can bunting, was hoisted over tbe nation 
al oapltol. 
Tbe flag was 91 feet by 13 


feet, and was the gift of Geunral Bou But- 
ler. 


We said there were twelve looms engng 


ed In making bunting in IS'B; well, that 
waa a good many then, but In twelve 
years afterward there were 18,000 looms 
making tbe same article. 


Under free trade In bunting we paid 


from $35 to $35 a bale for the goods, and 
under a protective tariff tbe price fell to 
$18 for a first class article.

The assessed value given above is the 


average value for each acre. In the 
case of Decatur, it is placed at 8251,40 
in the city. That includes all the im- 
provements, and so on. Of course the 
assessor 3oes not consider acres, but 
separate lots, and even parts of lots.

erg In Belfast, and on "the sunburnt plains 
of southern India; In crowded Berlin,and 
on the lonely tablelands of the Transvaal, 
amonir tbo Alps of Switzerland, and on 
tho vast veldt of the Orango Free State; 
In sea'girt Stockholm, and In tho karoo 
of South Africa; In lordly Paris, und in 
quiet Wellington; In tbo Cape of Good 
Hope, and everywhere, aiuld all these di 
vcrsltles of custom un eostnme, of man- 
ners and methods, of language and laws, 
1 have found that the Christian Endeavor 
Ideals are cubstuntlally tbo same.
